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ADVISORY ACTION 

This Advisory Action is in response to the After Final Amendment and Response 
submitted on September 8, 2005. The proposed amendments will be entered, as they 
do not change the scope of the claims. However, since the proposed amendments do 
not change the scope of the claims, they also do not place the application in condition 
for allowance. Additionally, Applicant's arguments also do not place the application in 
condition for allowance. For example, in the Remarks, Applicant argues that the claims 
recite having just one vehicle detector per lane in contrast to O'Connor, which has 2 
vehicle detectors per lane. However, Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's 
argument and further submits that Applicant is arguing limitations not expressly recited 
in the rejected claims. More specifically, claim 1 recites a single vehicle detector within 
the service zone, which does not preclude more than one vehicle detector being in an 
entire lane. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Accordingly, O'Connor is not precluded 
from having more than one vehicle detector per lane so long as O'Connor just has one 
vehicle detector within the service zone, which O'Connor does teach in col. 4, line 67- 
col. 5, line 10. Also see item 24 in Figure 4, which is a single vehicle detector 
positioned within the antenna service zone (the service zone being where the dotted 
lines of items 32 and 34 converge).
